Town Ratepayers’ Meeting 

The annual meeting of the ratepay- 
ers of the Town of Strathmore was 
held on Friday evening, there being 
about a dozen ratepayers present. 

The criticisms evoked were general- 
ly mild, the principals ones being: the 
Council paid too much for tax collec- 
tion fees, the quality of the ice at pre- 
sent being taken from the lake, which 
it was alleged was dirty, and the 
smell from a local septic tank. 

Mayor Bell, in presenting the report 
i .the Council, said that the town 
'was in very good financial shape. 
There was no floating debt, and there 
was money in the bank to the credit 
lof both town and ‘school accounts. 
' During the last two years the per cap- 
ita indebtedness had been decreased 
from $16.00 to $8.00. They would prob- 
ably be able to reduce the taxes still 
further this year. The principal un- 
foreseen expenditures this year were 
in connection with the big fire in July. 

At the conclusion of the meeting a 
unanimous vote of thanks was passed 
the Council for their services. 

School Meeting 

The annual meeting of the ratepay- 
ers of Strathmore School District was 
held on Thursday evening in the 
Town Hall, Only two ratepayers were 
present, and there was no criticism.
